Sir: 


I have this day shipped you per Adams Express Company on account of Transfer order 
No. 14174 for 1,000,000 Trade Dollars by said company presented, fifty-eight thousand seven 
hundred and forty-four (58744) Trade Dollars weighing fifty-one thousand one hundred and 
sixty-nine and ninety seven hundredths (51169 97/100) ounces, Troy weight, with a schedule of 
names of depositors and manner and character of remittances. 


My orders from the Treasurer of the United States are to ship in lots of one hundred 
thousand (100,000) dollars, or as near as practicable: you have indicated that you can only 
handle about half that amount each day, and, are instructed to take no more than you can so 
handle. I will send you as near the amount asked as the form of the remittances will permit; you 
must understand that I have to keep them separate and cannot break up a remittance to forward 
the exact sum named by you. 


Am I correct in thinking that you propose taking daily shipments of the amount indicated 
and that you will have the Express wagons here at 9 A.M. each day? I can have fifty thousand or 
thereabout ready before that hour daily, as I have now on hand prepared for shipment more than 
sufficient to meet the whole order of one million.
